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Helpful Hints for Our American 
Friends 

FOOD RATIONS—Visitors from U.S.A. are allowed one- 
half pound of sugar and one-half pound of butter per week, 
providing you are going to cook your own meals. Ration Cards 
are obtainable at Canadian Customs as you enter Canada. 

GASOLINE—Tourists from the United States are allowed 
to purchase twelve gallons of gasoline. (Note: The Imperial 
gallon sold in Canada is 20% larger than the American gallon.) 
Coupon book will he issued to you as you enter Canada by 
the Canadian Customs officer. You are only allowed one of 
these books a year. 

TIRES—If you have been in Canada for a week or over 
and have tire trouble that it is impossible to repair, you may 
apply to the Control Board for replacement of the tire. In the 
event of trouble of this kind, ask your service station man to 
get the necessary forms for you and to advise you where to 
send them in to. 

HIGHWAYS—All highways as outlined in this booklet are 
open for travel. 

PHOTOGRAPHY—is restricted in some zones and for¬ 
bidden in some clearly marked areas. Photographs must not 
be taken of military works, troop concentrations, troop move¬ 
ments, harbours or shipping. 

GENERAL—The Friendly Frontier offers no barriers to 
citizens of the United States. No passports or visas are re¬ 
quired. To facilitate your re-entry into the United States, 
when some proof of citizenship will be demanded by your own 
Immigration Department, we suggest you bring along your 
Voter’s Registration Card, Birth Certificate or something that 
will definitely prove your citizenship. 

PREMIUM ON MONEY—You will receive a premium of 
10 per cent, on your American money anywhere in Canada. 
Visitors for 48 hours or more may still take home merchan¬ 
dise to the value of $100.00 free of duty. 

FIREARMS—You are not allowed to bring guns, rifles, 
revolvers, etc., into Canada without first having obtained a 
Permit to do so. This can be procured through the Canadian 
Mounted Police at Ottawa, Canada, or the Attorney-General’s 
Department at Victoria, B. C.

VICTORIA 

(Pop. 56,212. Capital City of British Columbia.) 

Poets have gone into raptures over this enchanting little 
English city, with its wide shaded streets lined with pleasant 
homes and gardens most attractively informal. The Inner 
Harbour is particularly fine, with its great expanse of terraced 
lawns, the imposing facades of Parliament Buildings and the 
Empress Hotel, and the long sea-wall of the Causeway. 

In Victoria the British atmosphere is most marked on the 
streets, in the shops, in the hotels and clubs, and British 
merchandise is strongly featured. 

There are many places of interest within the city—and 
many delightful drives can be taken. The Marine Drive makes 
a circuit of the city and provides wonderful views of the 
Olympics and the great white cone of Mount Baker in the 
State of Washington and of the far-flung Coast Range of 
British Columbia. Mr. Butchart’s Sunken Gardens, renowned 
world-over for their unique beauty and design, are but a few 
miles from the city.

JOSIAH SPODE, the First, was born in 1733 A.D., anti 
coming from Staffordshire stock of long lineage he had potting 
in his blood. As a pupil of Thomas Whieldon, he learned the 
Potter’s Craft side by side with Wedgwood. Some of Spode’s 
work was done during the reign of George II, but most of it | 
during that of George III. He was a contemporary of Dr. 
Johnson, Goldsmith, Fox, Sheridan and others and also a 
Freeman of the City of London. 

In 1770 A.D., Josiah Spode took over the present pottery 
plant at Stoke. He was a Quaker and a man of great ability 1 
and charm. Fourteen years after commencing work on his 
own behalf, he introduced his hand-printed underglaze blue 
ware. Technically perfect, it was soon being sold to the mar¬ 
kets of the world. Less than six years later he produced, with 
the co-operation of his brilliant son, the first scientific formu¬ 
lae for the production of Bone China. 

In 1797 A.D., Spode, the First, died and his son made his 
father’s great friend and London manager, William Copeland, 
his partner. 

In February, 1941, the descendants of William Copeland 
welcomed King George VI and Queen Elizabeth to the same 
Spode works. In the showroom they admired the finished 
pieces of this 170-year-old firm, the Royal couple signed the 
Visitor’s Book which contains signatures of George V and 
Queen Mary. Then Mr. Ronald Copeland conducted them on 
a tour of the factory where they watched the various pro¬ 
cesses of making fine china, chatting with the workmen, some 
of them with a record of over 40 years with the firm.

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The Trans-Canada Highway 

(Mainland Setion—Vancouver to Revelstoke, B.C., 433 miles.) 
via Kamloops, B.C. 

ROAD SURFACE: Paved or hard-surfaced practically to 
Kamloops, B.C. (279 miles), then a good gravelled road from 
Kamloops to Revelstoke, via Salmon Arm and Grindrod, B.C. 

Leaving Vancouver, by the Georgia Street Viaduct, turn 
right on Main Street and half-left at Kingsway, for the City 
of New Westminster. Proceed through New Westminster, and 
cross the Patullo Bridge (Toll 25c—for which you get a re¬ 
ceipt, applicable on the Toll of $1.00 at the Toll Gate near 
Spuzzum). The road for many miles traverses the smiling 
acres of the Fraser Valley and scenes delightfully pastoral. 

In the heart of the Fraser Valley, Chilliwack thrives as 
the “Capital City” of this enterprising district. Chilliwack is, 
of course, famous for its Cherry Carnival each July—but to 
us it is famous for its lovely homes and beautiful gardens. 
Never have we seen such a riot of colour as that surrounding 
the homes of the Chilliwackians! They must have “green 
fingers”—for everything grows. Good shops and hotels, too. 

At Mile 104, the town of Hope, established by the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Company in 1847 as a depot for the posts of the 
upper country, is the gateway to a section whose every station 
had a part in the vivid drama of British Columbia’s early 
days. In those days Hope was head of navigation. The 
Fraser Canyon was a barrier to stay the stoutest-hearted, and 
men fought and perished in its appalling chutes and rapids. 
When Simon Fraser, of the North West Company, explored 
the river in 1808, he was compelled frequently to crawl like 
a fly upon its stupendous bluffs. In face of incredible difficul¬ 
ties, the Royal Engineers built the Cariboo Road from Yale to 
the goldfields—began it in 1862 and finished in 1865—and 
added another glorious stanza to the Saga of the West. 

The road goes on through Yale to the Toll Gate ($1.00) 
and around a series of rocky bluffs to the Alexandra Bridge, 
and then on past Alexandra Lodge (a delightful spot for a 
meal or overnight), and a few miles beyond the Lodge is 
the first glimpse of Hell’s Gate. Here the river swings in a 
long curve between jagged walls which turn the current back 
upon itself in a jumble of criss-crosses and boiling whirlpools. 
There is a sign at the best viewpoint for “Hell’s Gate.” 

Following along the Fraser River, we come to Lytton, 
at Mile 70, and here is the confluence of the Fraser and the 
Thompson Rivers. The road leaves the Fraser River, and 
follows the Thompson. In some respects the Thompson is

more impressive than the Fraser. It is openly and candidly 
in a hurry, and its course is through a spectacular gorge of 
huge escarpments. 

From Spences Bridge, Mile 190, to Ashcroft, Mile 225, 
the road follows the river for some distance, but emerges 
presently into a country open and park-like. Ashcroft, in 
the old days, was the starting point for the rich Cariboo gold 
district. At Cache Creek, a few miles beyond Ashcroft, the 
road forks, and you take the right turn to Kamloops. Twelve 
miles out, before reaching Kamloops, is the Bar C Guest 
Ranch, where Mr. and Mrs. Henry Cornwall, the oldest settlers 
in this district, now cater to tourists in their ranch home, 
and where you will find most comfortable accommodation. 
This entire district is famous for its marvellous fishing, and 
at either Lac Le Jeune, or Paul Lake, the signs for which you 
will see as you travel adong, you will get both grand fishing 
and the best in hospitable catering. 

From Kamloops, the road leads on to Sorrento, and Salmon 
Arm, where you get a magnificent view of lovely Shuswap 
Lake, also renowned for its fishing. There are the best of 
accommodations here, Bill Potts’ fishing camp here, half a mile 
off the main road, near Sorrento, being particularly appealing. 
At Salmon Arm there is a good Auto Camp, the Lakeview, and 
also a good hotel. From Salmon Arm the road winds past 
lakes, through young forests, and through pastoral lands, 
until the thriving town of Revelstoke is reached. At Revel- 
stoke the Highway connects with the “Big Bend” section of 
the Trans-Canada Highway—to Golden.

REVELSTOKE, B. C., to GOLDEN, B. C. 

DISTANCE 193 MILES 

Road Conditions: This is a very good gravelled highway, 
no difficult grades. Is an extremely picturesque drive, and 
takes about six hours driving time. There is a Cabin Camp 
and Cafe at Middle River, 121 miles East of Revelstoke. Also 
an Auto Service Station.

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Mount Revelstoke National Park 

Mount Revelstoke National Park, most westerly of the 
Dominions National Park, has an area of 100 square miles, 
and is accessible from Revelstoke by one of the most striking 
roads on the continent, known as the Royal Highway. This 
highway, 18 miles in length, was named in honor of visits to 
the Park by members of the British Royal Family, and was 
opened in 1927 by H.R.H., Edward, Prince of Wales. 

From the Forestry Lookout, near the summit of the road, 
is a fine view of the surrounding mountains that extend for 
countless miles in a sea of snow-capped peaks and glittering 
ice-fields. In marked contrast to this rugged grandeur is the 
view of alpine meadows and slopes, dotted with flowers of 
every hue. Here you obtain a superb view of the Columbia 
River and Big Bend. 

From the summit, where the altitude is 6,500 ft., a trail 
leads through picturesque Alpland to Lakes Eva and Miller, 
both of which are stocked with trout. From here the trail 
follows over the rim to the Lakes of Jade, affording through¬ 
out its length many splendid views of the Selkirk Mountains.

In our wanderings through the country we were fortunate 
enough to meet Miss Wilson and she told us the story of how 
her father, Tom Wilson, discovered this gem. 

Tom Wilson, bom in Bondhead, Ontario, in 1859', must have 
been imbued with a real spirit of adventure, for before he was 
twenty-one, and had the keys to the house, he had wandered 
as far afield as Fort Walsh, Alberta, and joined the North 
West Mounted Police. This career should have been exciting 
enough for anyone-—but Tom heard that a survey party was 
being formed to find a pass through the Selkirk Mountains for 
a railroad line to the Pacific Coast—and thereupon proceeded 
to “buy” himself out of the Mounted Police (it being the cus¬ 
tom in those days), and then joined Major Rogers’ survey 
party, in May, 1881. 

One evening, as they were camping at the junction of what 
are now the Pipestone and Bow Rivers, he heard the noise of 
scnow slides in the distance, and asked an old Indian guide 
where that noise was coming from. The Indian told him that 
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it was the snow falling off the big mountains back of the 
“Lake of Little Fishes.” He tried to explain to him how beau¬ 
tiful this lake was, and told him how it was a painting made 
by the Great Spirit for the Indians, saying "not like white 
man’s painting—never fades.” Wilson arranged to go with 
the Indian the next morning to see this wonderful sight, and 
they followed what is now known as Lake Louise Creek up 
to the lake. That morning, Lake Louise must have been in 
one of her best moods, for it was such a beautiful shade of 
emerald in color that Wilson immediately named it “Emer¬ 
ald.” The lake is shown under that name on the first map 
of the district, made by Dr. Dawson in 1883. In 1884 the name 
was changed to “Lake Louise” in honor of Princess Louise, 
daughter of Queen Victoria. 

Moraine Lake and 
Valley of the Ten Peaks 

A few miles to the south of Lake Louise is Moraine Lake, 
nestling in the Valley of the Ten Peaks. Along the north side 
of the lake stands a huge semi-circle of towering mountains, 
known as the Ten Peaks, and originally given the names of 
the ten emeralds of the Stoney Indian language. 

The road to Moraine is off the main highway, about 1.2 
miles from Lake Louise, where you turn right, and proceed 
to Moraine, 7% miles. The road is narrow in spots, and is 
winding, but it is not dangerous. Take your time and you’ll 
have no trouble. Road surface is gravel. A Picnic Shelter is 
situated a short distance from the lake, and is an ideal spot 
for a picnic—or you can get meals at the C.P.R. Lodge at the 
lake. We feel that this trip is ane you should be sure to take. 

Canoeing 

Canoes or boats may be rented at the Boat House at Lake 
Louise, at a nominal charge, and it’s a mighty nice way to 
spend an hour, idly drifting along Lake Louise. 

Riding or Hiking at Lake Louise 

There’s so many trails to either hike or ride that it would 
take pages and pages to tell you about them ... so we sug¬ 
gest you go and see our very good pal Ray Legace and talk 
things over with him.

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Yoho National Park is foremost among the scenic mountain 
regions of British Columbia. Its majestic snow-capped peaks 
rise to tremendous heights, and its lakes, sparkling like jewels 
in emerald settings, are unbelievably beautiful in color. Sur¬ 
passing all, however, is the splendour of its valleys, mantled 
with evergreens and hung with glaciers, down whose sheer 
walls foam rushing torrents or tumble high waterfalls. 

The Yoho Valley is truly one of the wonder spots of the 
Rockies.

Mile 28—Peyto Lake and Glacier: A three-quarter-mile 
walk over a good trail will bring you to the “Lookout” at 
Peyto Lake. Don’t miss this? It’s a sight you’ll long remember! 

Mile 39—Lower Waterfowl Lake: Watch for Moose feeding 
here. 

Mile 83—Columbia Icefield: The largest body of ice South 
of the Arctic Circle! About 2,000 feet thick, 150 miles in area! 
Surrounded by eleven of the twenty-one highest peaks in the 
Rockies! Snow Dome, 11,340 feet, called “roof of the con¬ 
tinent,” for here meet the watersheds of the Atlantic, Pacific 
and Arctic oceans. 

Moisture from Snow Dome follows any one of three 
courses: down the Athabaska Glacier to the Sunwapta River, 
thence into the Athabaska and eventually to the Arctic; down 
the Saskatchewan Glacier into the North Saskatchewan River, 
eventually arriving in Hudson Bay and the Atlantic Ocean; or 
westward into Rice Brook and the Bush River, which empties 
into the mighty Columbia River, and so to the Pacific. 

Mile 114—Sunwapta Falls and Canyon: Walk down and 
see the spectacular falls. They are really well worth seeing! 

Mile 128—The Athabaska Falls: One of Nature’s master¬ 
pieces! * * *

“Highlighting the Banff-Jasper 
Highway” 

We haven’t enough space to go into detail about the man,y 
spectacular sights on this new highway, so—we are going 
to “highlight” it. The mileage given is the distance as from 
the Junction of the Highway at Lake Louise, which is the 
starting point of the Banff-Jasper Highway. If at all possible 
—make this trip. You’ll never regret it, for nowhere in the 
Rockies is there scenery to equal it. Mighty Glaciers—lakes 
of breath-taking beauty—The Columbia Icefield, the largest 
body of ice south of the Arctic Circle! All this, and dozens 
of other thrills await you on this Magic Highway! 

Mile 21—The Crowfoot Glacier: So called because the snout 
of the Glacier is divided into three tongues, which assume the 
shape of a crow’s foot! 

Mile 24—Bow Lake and Glacier: Bow Lake, headwaters of 
the Bow River, is particularly appealing in its beauty and 
color, and is fed by Bow Glacier, a tongue of the Waputik 
Icefield, “Num-Ti-Gah” Lodge is on the shores of this lovely 
lake.

Sometimes, when we are talking to Mr. and Mrs. Jimmie 
Simpson, who own and manage Num-Ti-Gah on Bow Lake, we 
see a sort of faraway look in their eyes—and wonder whether 
they are longing for the “Good old days,” when they first 
came to Bow Lake, and Jimmie pitched his tepee on the shore 
of that lovely spot and called it “home”! 

We wonder whether you folk who whiz along the Banff- 
Jasper Highway, seeing the country through the well-known 
windshield, ever stop to think about the people who pioneered 
it? 

To us, “atmosphere” means a lot more than just good old 
fresh air, as we travel along. Although, mind you, we have 
about the freshest fresh air in the world up here in the 
Rockies! But to us, imbibing the atmosphere of the country 
means getting to know—really know—the people who have 
helped to make it. To sit at night in front of a fiireplace, and 
listen to stories of older days—that’s “Atmosphere.” 

Jimmie Simpson came to Bow Lake some forty-five years 
ago, and cut many of the first trails through the country 
where Banff-Jasper Highway now goes. Over thirty-five years 
ago he took Sir James Outram over the Columbia Icefields— 
the first man to make that ascent! He took the first pack-train 
over the Glaciers into Jasper! Long before a highway was 
ever dreamed of, Jimmie was busy trapping marten, wolver¬ 
ine, mink, ermine, and bear all through the country. As the 
years rolled on—he built himself a cabin of hand-peeled logs, 
packing in the fittings such as doors, windows and flooring 
over the swamps from Lake Louise. And to this cabin, in 
1917, he brought “Mrs. Jimmie,” a rare addition to any home. 

Mr. and Mrs. “Jimmie” didn’t make mouse traps—but 
nevertheless, their fame soon spread abroad—and their little 
home on Bow Lake soon became the rendezvous for many 
famous painters and climbers. Their guest register reads 
like a veritable “Who’s Who” of America, England and many 
other countries! 

Soon tepees became outmoded—and new cabins were 
added—and with the completion of the new highway, they 
built the lovely “Num-Ti-Gah Lodge” (an Indian name mean¬ 
ing “Brown Marten”)—from whose door you get an exquisite 
view of four mighty glaciers—Bow—St. Nicholas—Crowfoot 
and Hector.

25 Miles from Lake Louise Junction on the Banff-Jasper

Guests met at Lake Louise by Appointment 
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In the heart of Jasper Park, at the confluence of the 
Miette and Athahaska Rivers, lies the little town of Jasper 
(alt. 3,468 ft.), a friendly spot with a population of just about 
1,300 people. The name “Jasper” is derived from Jasper 
Hawes or Hawse, a clerk who was in charge of an early post 
of the North West Company on the Upper Athahaska in 1817. 

We’ve always thought that the Lakes in and around Jasper 
were the most beautiful in the Rockies, and some of the 
loveliest are within walking distance of town. Or, you can 
rent a bicycle in Jasper at the Shell Station, and bike out 
to these beauty spots. There’s an excellent road out by way 
of Jasper Park Lodge to Lake Annette and Lake Edith, lovely 
opalescent gems where the waters seem ever-changing—like 
fire opals. Pyramid Lake, renowned for its scenic beauty of 
mountain panorama and mirrored reflections is only four 
miles from town, and a picnic on the wooded island at the 
upper end of the lake is something to long remember. 

True Patriotism 

Bert Robinson, who has the store of H. Robinson Ltd., on 
Main Street, says: “The service we render is the rent we 
pay for the space we occupy in the community in which we 
live.” He says he doesn’t expect folk to come to Jasper just 
to buy groceries and drygoods from him. "But," sez he, 
“when they do come I treat ’em right because I’m doing my 
best along with other Jasperites to make visitors right at 
home.” Now that’s the kind o’ merchant we all like to deal 
with, isn’t it? And when you see his stocks you’ll know he 
says what he means. 

i( Believe Me, Mister!” 

Sure enough, we’re talking fishing tackle—-the genuine 
stuff that makes alibis unnecessary. Of course, there isn’t 
the selection there used to be a couple of years ago—but 
there’s still a bit on hand at the Jasper Hardware & Grocery 
Store. More than that, there’s a fellow behind the counter 
that knows where the fish are biting. Drop in and get chummy 
with the props.: Raeside and Yorke. Of course, they’ve got 
victuals, too—groceries, fresh fruits, vegetables and all that, 
so you can outfit yourself for a trip or get a basket of fruit 
for the car—or make your own meals. Don’t pass up that 
word “fishing” lightly—you can reel a prettier creel o’ fish 
here than anywhere else you’re likely to bel

This was the name given the beautiful white peak, the 
highest of all those dominating the Athabaska Valley, by the 
very early travellers over the first transcontinental route 
through the Rockies of Canada. 

Now it is known and revered throughout the world as the 
fitting memorial to the brave English girl, Nurse Edith Cavell, 
who died a martyr’s death in the First Great War. 

In the days when "Pur was King,” it was simply called 
“La Grand Montagne.” The sublime beauty of this great peak, 
just over 10,000 feet high, is in every beautiful mountain vista 
in the Valley. It catches the last rays of the setting sun, 
while all the rest are grey; its snowy crown is mirrored in 
every lake, and only when you have seen this memorial moun¬ 
tain in all its moods, can you realize just why some wise Fate 
withheld its christening until someone worthy of its beauty 
could be found. 

The motor road to this cathedral of the Canadian Rockies 
is eighteen miles of sweeping panoramic views of the entire 
Athabaska Valley, and when you enter the memorial valley 
Itself, here is nature at its best. 

To the right lies the lovely jade green “Lake of Forgive¬ 
ness,” along whose shores can be found rare alpines, and the 
song of the hermit thrush can be heard in the trees. Across 
the Lake is “Mount Sorrow,” and lying between is the winged 
“Glacier of the Angel,” one of the most beautiful Glaciers in 
the Rockies. 

In 1925, Rev. H. A. Edwards, then Rector of the Anglican 
Church in Jasper, instituted the memorial service which was 
held yearly for more than ten years on the rocky moraine, just 
under the peak of the glacier. This unique service was at¬ 
tended by persons from all over the world, and probably in 
no more appropriate surroundings were the favourite hymns 
of Nurse Edith Cavell ever sung. "Rock of Ages” and “Abide 
with Me” were included in the simple service. 

This annual memorial service is now held each year on the 
Sunday in August nearest the anniversary of the day of her 
arrest, in the lovely little Anglican Memorial Church, in Jas¬ 
per.

Maligne Canyon 

Let’s go exploring and visit the finest "pot-hole” Canyon 
in the world! Miligne canyon, which lies nine beauty- 
haunted miles from Jasper, by way of the Jasper Park Lodge, 
Lake Annette and Lake Edith, is waiting for you. 

Park your car near the Tea Room, then follow the trail 
along the Canyon rim. Notice the fine sand, gravel and rock 
swirling in the little depressions of the river. Here is the 
Canyon still in the making. It was these simple tools that 
down through eons of time, have carved this narrow gash in 
the Devonian rock, almost 200 feet deep. 

At the First Bridge, the angry river hurls itself in a great 
flood over a drop of nearly 100 feet, to twist and torture its 
way through unseen caverns deep in the earth. So narrow 
are the walls that a boulder has bridged the canyon between 
the First and Second Bridges. 

The deepest part of the Canyon lies beneath the Second 
Bridge and the roar of the torrent can hardly be heard be¬ 
neath the bridge. 

The Canyon walls carry the story of its creation down 
through countless thousands of years. Some of the pot-holes, 
left high and dry above the river, hold fairy rock gardens of 
delicate ferns and flowers, growing where no human hand 
may reach. 

Beyond the Third Bridge, the Canyon widens and the 
character of the rock changes. From high up (since the 
path drops almost to water level) lacy falls spray their 
crystal beauty down rocky ledges to the river. Not only 
from above, but from underground, the waters of the river 
are augmented. Here is the “Underground River” emerging 
beneath a rock cliff. This river finds its mysterious way 
beneath the ground from Medicine Lake, 11 miles away. 

Following the trail, see the lovely little islands that are 
veritable floating flower gardens and watch the rushing tor¬ 
rent pour itself into the Athabaska River beyond the Fith 
Bridge. 

In the Canyon there is a drop of 600 feet in less than a 
mile. Just after the first Ice Age, the melting floods first 
found their way through the faults in the limestone rock to 
start the beginnings of this wonderful Canyon.

This mile high Alpine village, headquarters of the Rocky 
Mountain National Parks, is noted throughout the world for 
its scenic attractions, and as a Mecca for summer and winter 
vacationists. 

Two government operated natural Hot Sulphur Springs, 
with attendant bathing pools and facilities, adjacent to the 
town, make of it a veritable Spa for those seeking the health¬ 
ful benefits of its waters.

Historically Speaking! 

The figure of the red-coated “Mountie” has always been 
associated with the Town of Macleod, ever since October 13th, 
1874, when the N.W.M.P. pitched their tents on the banks of 
the Old Man River after an arduous march of about 1000 
miles across the prairies. Here they built their log fort and 
in honour of their leader, Assistant Commissioner James F. 
Macleod, they called it Fort Macleod. Outposts were estab¬ 
lished and the redcoats firmly maintained law and order 
among both Indians and white men. A thriving community 
soon gathered about the fort and so the Town'of Macleod 
came into being. 

Macleod has always been a centre of transportation. In 
very early days bull teams brought in trains of wagons heav¬ 
ily laden with supplies from the south and passengers trav¬ 
elled by stage coach. In 1898 the Canadian Pacific Railway 
built its Crows Nest Line through Macleod to the Pacific 
coast and ever since then Macleod has been a railway junc¬ 
tion. In addition. Provincial Highways 2 and 3 meet at 
Macleod, the Greyhound Bus Company has a terminal here, 
and there is considerable traffic through Macleod by bus, 
truck and car. 

Macleod is now a flourishing town of about 2000 inhabi- 
j tants, and its broad paved streets, fine buildings and beautiful 
homes and gardens make a favorable impression on visitors. 

For a few days each year the colourful days of the West 
are revived at the time of the Macleod Stampede when the 
broad hats and gay neckerchiefs of the cowboys are the cos¬ 
tume of the day and the Indians ride forth in all their ancient 
splendour of buckskin, paint and feathers.

Waterton Lakes National Park 

ALBERTA 

WATERTON LAKES NATIONAL PARK is one of the most 
colourful and charming of Canada’s Mountain Playgrounds. 
Situated in the southwest corner of Alberta, it lies along the 
eastern slope of the Rocky Mountains where they approach 
the International Boundary line, and contains an area of 220 
square miles. The park also adjoins Glacier National Park 
in Montana, with which it forms the Waterton-Glacier Inter¬ 
national Peace Park. 

An outstanding feature of the park is Upper Waterton 
Lake, from which the park takes its name. Seven miles long 
and nearly a mile wide, the lake occupies a deep trench be¬ 
tween two high mountain ranges. Prom the northern end one 
may gaze down its entire length and admire the splendid 
peaks which rise from the water’s edge. The lake is crossed 
by the International Boundary, and its beauties are thus 
shared both by Canada and the United States. 

As a result of the legislation enacted by the Governments 
of Canada and the United States in 1932, Waterton Lakes 
and Glacier National Parks were proclaimed the Waterton- 
Glacier International Peace Park. This action was inspired 
by a desire to commemorate permanently the peace and good¬ 
will which has existed between the peoples of adjoining coun¬ 
tries for more than a 100 years. Each section of the Peace 
Park, however, retains its individuality and separate admini¬ 
strative rights. 

EARLY HISTORY OF THE PARK 

Once the ancient hunting ground of the Indians, the region 
surrounding Waterton Lakes was first visited by the white 
man in 1858, when Lieutenant Thomas Blakiston crossed 
South Kootenay Pass at the head of Blakiston Brook. Blak¬ 
iston was in charge of a section of the Palliser Expedition 
which explored Western Canada between 1857 and 1860. The 
name Waterton is believed to have been given to the lakes 
by Blakiston in honour of Charles Waterton, English natural¬ 
ist, ornithologist, and traveller. 

Before the end of . the last century the Waterton Lakes 
had become a popular camping and fishing resort, and to pre¬ 
serve the region as a public possession the Government of 
Canada in 1895 set aside a surrounding area of 54 square 
miles as a nationl park. Later its boundaries were extended 
to include the present area. Prominent in the movement to 
establish the park was “Kootenai” Brown, first white settler 
in the district, who eventually served as acting superintendent. 
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Calling Mr. and Mrs. Visitor! 

Naturally, you’ll want to take back some English Woollens, 
or Hudson’s Bay Blankets—and when you're In Waterton, 
you’ll find Dill’s General Store a handy place to shop.

Facts About Fernie, B.C. 

The City was founded after large coal deposits were dis¬ 
covered in the Coal Creek Valley, some 4% miles east of 
Fernie. These deposits were discovered by William Fernie, 
prior to the railroad being built in 1898. 

Legend has it that one of the discoverers of Fernie noticed 
an Indian girl wearing a necklace of some black shiny sub¬ 
stance, which upon examination proved to be coal, and he 
tried to find out from the Indian girl where this coal came 
from. She is supposed to have made him promise he would 
marry her if she showed him the great deposits of coal that 
later brought Fernie into existence and have been its main¬ 
stay ever since. This he apparently agreed to—but unfortu¬ 
nately our prospector later jilted the Indian maiden, and in 
reprisal the girl’s mother put a curse on the town, stating that 
it would be destroyed by fire and flood. 

In 1908, Fernie was completely destroyed by fire and some 
lower sections of the town have also been damaged by floods, 
and to this day it is stated that the Indians in the vicinity 
prefer not to camp within the City at night. 

Since the City of Fernie is remote from the Coal Mines, 
and on account of the indescribable beauty of its surround¬ 
ings, it is one of the most attractive towns of the interior. 

Situated in the very heart of the Rocky Mountains on the 
Elk River, with Trinity Mountain towering over it, and sur¬ 
rounded on all sides by other montain ranges, it is a real 
beauty spot. Fernie is situated 3300 ft. above sea level, and 
therefore has a typical mountain climate, with clear warm 
days in the summer months, and cool, fresh evenings. 

The population of Fernie is 3000, with an additional 1500 
people living in the adjacent country. 

A holiday in this spot will not be soon forgotten. The 
scenery in the summer is wonderful—but in the Fall it is so 
beautiful, with its colourings, that it is beyond description. 
The beauty of the drive up the Elk Valley and through the 
Crows Nest Pass makes Fernie and its surrounding country 
one of the brightest spots on any trip through the Rockies.
